"MILITARISr^ VS PACIFISM" 

This week we again commemorated 
that memorable event ."which took 
place twelve years ago. the signing 
of the Armistice, which brought to a 
cloae the most terrible war which 
thla world. In all its history,. haa ever 
known. We were aure twelve yeara 
ago that the great war that had juat 
come to a close was the war that 
would end all wars. But now we are 
not BO sure ot thla aa we were then. 
There are some who tell ua that an- 
other war, greater and more terrible 
than tho last war la Inevitable, and 
that not far In the future. 

There acema to be much agitation 
toward peace, unlveraal peace, and 
yet it aeema Imposaiblo to think ot 
peace without thinking alao of war. 
Aa some one haa aald, "Wo are talk- 
ing peace and thinking war." That, 
however, doea not mean that we want 
another war. But it doea mean that 
some are convinced that we aliould be 
prepared to defend ourselves in case 
another war should occur. The re- 
sult haa been that a divergence of 
opinlona have been expressed aa to 
the best kind of protection. Two ex- 
treme imaitions are held. One. com- 
monly called "Militaristic", and the 
"Paclflstic." Tlie militarist and the 
pacifist both think alike when It 
comes to not wanting another war. 
Neither wanta another war. The 
militarist* believes that the only way 
to bo safe from another war la to 
build up so atrong an Army and Navy 
thut no Nation would dare to under- 
take attacking ua. The paclfiat be* 
llovea that the only .way to bo aafe 

not to build up 



the great Dlnasauers survived which 
once inhabited the earth and were 
the embodiment of phyalcal atrcngth. 
Furthermore,' we are learning that 
there are better methods for the^de- 
velopmeht of the child than that of 
applying phyalcal force. Hiatory re- 
veals that the Nations which once 
were powerful and flourishing in the 
ancient days and which depended 
upon the sword for defense and con- 
quest have gone down with the sword. 
It has been said that they sowed 
atrlfe, and they reaped atrlfe, and In 
atrlfo they perlahed. Waa It not true 
also In the recent War that the 
Nation best prepared with the aword 
perished ? Their adequate defense 
did not inaure aurvival, nor did It 
give to that nation any sense ot so- 
curlty. Earl Gray ot 'England, said, 
"Tho Increaae of armaments which 
la intended to produce a conaclous- 
neas of strength and a sense of se- 
curity does not produce tliese effects. 
On the contrary, it produces a con- 
sciousness of the strength of other 
Nations and produces a sense of tear 
and insecurity,— it was these that 
made war inovltable.*' It this is true 
the theoo* of the militarist does not 
give what we desire, a sense of se- 
curity, nor does it Insure survival. 

\\'Tiat of tho theory of the paclfiatT 
Does friendship, good-will and Justice 
insure greater security than the pro- 
tection or defense of the sword? 
Doubtless moat of ua who are on 
friendly, terms with our neighbors 
and associates possess a greater sense 
security than do the gangatora of our 
great cities who are dependent upon 
being heavily armed for their secur- 
ity.

HELPING THE RETAILER 

MEET CHAIN-STORE COMPETITION 

Likening modern clialn-atore conipotillon to that of 
the mail-order houses a generation ago, M. J. Norrell, 
Texas bunker, writing In tho November "Uotarlan 
Magazine," declares that retailers can cope with their 
new rival even more easily thon their old one by taking 
advantage of the new methods of merchandising. 

In this movement, the wholesaler, himself feeling 
the pinch of the times, Is loading the way by cstabllablng 
such "services" for his retail outlet as "model stores" 
where local merchants and their clerks may attend 
"clinics" in store management and aelllng. 

"The future of tho wholesaler appears dismal." 
comments Mr. Norrell. "unless he looks upon mer- 
chandise as unsold until it roaches the nltlmale con- 
sumer and unless he slops merely a warehouseman and 
changes himself into a retail consultant and guide." 

A mld-weateni hardware wholesaler is one of the 
middlemen who has a\vakcned to these possibllltlea. and 
has Inatalled a complete retail hardware store In his 
building. Here his customers may learn about good 
lighting. efTeclIve display und efficient store arrange- 
ment. A dry-goods wholesaler has done tho same, and 
others are following sulL Each la trying to help the 
retailer sell. 

One of the most effective projects of this kind la the 
model grocery at Louisville, Ky. This la an actual alore 
selling canned peaches and milk and sardines to cus- 
tomers. It Is operated by co-operating wholeaalera and 
without prolU. Here exports teach window-display, cus- 
tomer psychology, stock-keeping, return-goods methoda, 
credit practices, and the thouaand and ftfty things that 
Bpell success or bankruptcy for the local merchant. 

"During 1929," says Mr. Norrell, "7,500 merchants 
launched new business ships on the troubled sea of re- 
tailing. Many of them sot out without either the chart 
of experience or the compass of knowledge, their only 
Instrument of navigation being tho credit they have 
been able to secure. Is It any wonder that thousands 
of stores are taken over annually by the aherltf? And 
the surviving Industry pays the cost 

"Before a doctor practices medicine, or a lawyer 
practices law, he must meet professional requlrementa. 
The Improvement In retailing will not come through 
legislation rennirlng a certltlcate of merchandising ef- 
llclency before a man will be perniUted to open a store, 
nor through tightening credit. It will come as a result 
of retail clinics opened by far-seeing wholesalers who 
realize that their own success lies purely In the field of 
better retailing by Independent retail merchants."

This end play 
is also a very common one m that its 
solution depends on the forcing of 
discards. Very frequently an opponent 
can be forced to discard to his disad- 
vantage, so be on the lookout lor 
the opportunity.
